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ANNUAL  MEETING, 

19th  March,  1928. 


Sir  Francis  Greenwell,  presiding  at  the  annual  meeting  of 
the  subscribers  of  the  Durham  County  Hospital,  made  pointed 
references  to  the  acute  financial  position  of  the  Institution,  and 
hinted  that  unless  the  income  improved  so  as  to  be  in  keeping 
with  the  expenditure  it  might  be  necessary  to  close  down  a 
portion  of  the  building. 


Remarking  that  there  was  nobody  present  who  was  not 
aware  of  the  position,  Sir  Francis  said  the  state  of  affairs  was 
just  about  as  bad  as  it  could  be.  It  was  perfectly  true  that  in 
some  respects  last  year,  as  it  was  bound  to  be,*  was  a  better 
year  than  1926,  because  no  year  could  have  been  w'orse  for  the 
County  and  everything  in  it  owing  to  the  stoppage  on  the  coal 
industry.  Money  was  scarce  and  contributions  from  the  work¬ 
men  were  well  down.  Last  year,  however,  these  contributions 
went  up,  if  not  to  the  figure  of  1 92.">  at  all  events  to  within  a 
reasonable  distance  of  it.  They  amounted  to  £3,099,  as 
against  £1,667  in  1926,  but  in  1925  the  amount  was  con¬ 
siderably  over  £4,000.  The  increase  in  those  subscriptions 
was  one  of  the  chief  reasons  why  the  receipts  for  the  year 
were  considerably  in  excess  of  1926.  They  had  also  received 
a  grant  of  £1,614  from  the  Voluntary  Hospitals  Committee, 
which  might  not  be  repeated  during  the  current  year.  The 
expenses  in  many  respects  were  down,  but  the  total  exceeded 
the  receipts  by  £369,  which  meant  that  the  overdraft  had 
been  increased  by  that  amount. 

During  the  year  the  nurses’  hostel  had  been  transferred 
to  North  End  and  the  previous  hostel  converted  into  a 
children  s  ward,  the  accommodation  being  extended  by  25  beds 
I  hese  alterations,  excluding  furnishings,  were  estimated  to 
cost  £  1,500,  towards  which  they  received  in  January  last  a 
cheque  for  £1,115  from  Councillor  William  Smith,  of  Durham. 
I  his  sum  represented  the  amount,  with  interest,  collected 
during  Mr.  Smiths  Mayoralty  as  a  wedding  present  for 
Princess  Mary,  and  which,  with  the  consent  of  Her  Royal 


Highness,  was  to  be  used  for  the  provision  of  a  children’s  ward. 
They  were  indebted  to  Councillor  Smith  for  his  efforts  in  that 
direction.  The  only  legacy  shown  in  the  receipts  on  the  capital 
expenditure  account  was  for  TOO,  left  by  Miss  Mary  June 
Hutchinson,  of  Teamside,  who  was  a  client  of  the  late  Mr. 
William  Lisle,  for  a  number  of  years  a  member  of  the 
Committee.  During  her  life,  Miss  Hutchinson  was  an  annual 
contributor  to  the  hospital  and  had  also  constantly  made  dona¬ 
tions.  It  was  to  be  regretted  that  more  people  did  Hot  during 
their  lifetime  contribute  regularly  to  the  Institution. 

He  deplored  the  loss  by  death  of  Col.  J.  R.  Ritson,  whose 
work  and  interest  in  the  hospital  had  been  invaluable,  and  of 
Canon  Brown,  a  member  of  the  Committee  for  33  years.  The 
late  Canon’s  place  had  been  filled  by  the  Rev.  Meagher,  whose 
presence  they  greatly  appreciated.  The  Committee  also 
regretted  the  continued  ill-health  of  Alderman  R.  T.  Herring, 
who  was  missing  the  first  annual  meeting  during  his  long  mem¬ 
bership. 

Sir  Francis,  reverting  to  the  financial  position,  emphasised 
that  with  increased  accommodation  they  would  require  more 
nurses,  an  extra  staff  to  attend  to  the  nurses  and  a  great  many 
other  extras.  By  next  year  they  would  need  an  annual 
income  of  from  TT  4,000  to  £\ 5,000  as  compared  with  the 
present  receipts  of  something  over  T9, 000.  There  was  an  over¬ 
draft  of  more  than  T10,000.  They  could  not  go  on  for  ever 
increasing  that,  and  unless  some  improvement  was  made  in  the 
financial  position  he  feared  they  would  have  to  close  part  of 
the  institution.  During  the  year  the  hospital  had  been  visited 
by  a  representative  of  the  General  Nursing  Council,  as  an 
outcome  of  which  the  institution  had  been  approved  as  a 
training  school  for  nurses.  But  for  that  the  expenditure  would 
have  increased  enormously,  because  they  would  have  had  to 
engage  trained  nurses  instead  of  having  a  number  of  pro¬ 
bationers. 

The  Mayor  (Councillor  J.  M.  Lynch)  intimates  that  the 
City  Chamber  of  Trade  contemplated  running  a  Carnival  in 
aid  of  the  Hospital  and  the  Aged  Miners’  Homes  Association. 
He  had  already  received  an  offer  of  T250  towards  the  Carnival, 
on  condition  that  the  University  Playing  Fields  were  again 
procured  for  the  occasion. 
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The  Earl  of  Durham  was  re-elected  president,  and  Lieut. - 
Co!.  F.  W  Cloff  hon.  treasurer.  Capt.  T.  A.  Bradford,  D.S.O., 
and  Councillor  W.  Smith  were  appointed  to  vacancies  on  the 
Committee. 

Mr.  H.  S.  Harrison,  moving  a  comprehensive  vote  of 
thanks,  to  the  honorary  medical  staff,  the  matron  and  nurses, 
and  others  who  had  served  the  institution, called  attention  to  the 
increased  work  performed  at  the  Hospital.  During  the  year, 
1,718  in-patients  were  admitted  and  i  attendances  had 

been  made  bv  out-patients.  In  thanking  the  clergy  and 
ministers  of  all  denominations  for  continued  help,  Mr.  Harrison 
expressed  surprise  that  church  collections  did  not  exceed  £2^2. 
Surely  there  was  something  wrong  there  when  a  little  county 
like  Hampshire  contributed  in  church  collections  about  £  *,00n 
to  the  local  hospital. 

Thanks  to  Chairman. 

Mr.  Bailey,  voicing  the  thanks  of  the  Committee  to  the 
Chairman  for  his  continued  interest  and  activities  on  behalf 
of  the  hospital,  recalled  that  Sir  Francis  was  entering  upon  his 
21st  year  as  Chairman  of  the  Committee.  Nobody  was  more 
pleased  than  the  Workmen’s  Committee  to  learn  of  the  honour 
conferred  upon  him  by  the  King,  and  they  hoped  he  would  be 
long  spared  to  occupy  that  position.  They  were  also  grateful 
to  Air.  W.  R.  Wilson  for  his  services  as  Secretary  extending 
over  a  period  of  2(3  years. 

Mr.  J.  Bcamson,  who  seconded,  joined  in  the  congratula¬ 
tions  to  the  Chairman.  The  title  bestowed  upon  Sir  Francis 
was  long  overdue.  They  on  the  workmen’s  side  always 
appreciated  the  Chairman's  control  of  meetings  because  under 
his  guidance  they  seemed  to  become  more  and  more  a  happy 
family.  It  was  to  be  hoped  that  now  that  he  had  received  the 
title  it  would  prove  the  means  of  bringing  in  more  money  to 
the  funds  of  the  hospital.  There  was  nothing  like  a  good  title 
lor  begging  purposes. 

Sir  Francis,  replying,  said  it  was  very  unfortunate  from 
Mr.  Beamson’s  point  of  view  that  the  title  brought  no  addi¬ 
tional  money  to  his  (the  Chairman’s)  pocket.  “  The  stipend  of 
the  County  Court  Judge,  who  is  a  humble  fellow,”  he  said,  ‘  is 
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not  to  be  compared  with  the  salaries  paid  by  a  District  Council 
and  certainly  by  a  County  Council,  who  are  liberal  with  wages.” 
T  he  Chairman  expressed  pleasure  at  the  promised  help  of 
the  Mayor  and  suggested  that  strict  inquiries  should  be  made 
into  the  means  of  patients  brought  to  the  hospital  as  urgent 
cases.  'The  question  of  grants  from  money  paid  to  patients 
by  insurance  companies  might  also  be  considered.  The  hospital 
healed  a  patient  and  as  often  as  not  there  was  no  recompense, 
wdtereas  in  many  cases  considerable  payments  were  made  to 
the  patients. 

Mr.  Wilson,  who  also  replied,  recalled  that  he  became 
Secretary  simultaneously  with  the  Workmen’s  Committee 
coming  into  being  in  1902,  and  in  all  his  experience  he  had 
never  officiated  with  any  body  with  the  same  amount  of  satis¬ 
faction  as  he  had  gained  from  that  Committee.  He  reminded 
the  meeting  that  the  Matron  (Miss  Whitlock)  had  had  a  longer 
association  with  the  hospital  than  he. 
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REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  OF  MANAGEMENT, 

FOR  1927. 


In  presenting  the  Annual  Report  for  1927  the  Committee 
is  able  to  point  with  some  satisfaction  to  better  results  than 
those  obtained  in  the  previous  year.  Compared  with  1920,  the 
Ordinary  Receipts  show  an  increase  of  £2,066,  due  chiefly  to 
larger  contributions  from  the  Workmen  and  the  grant  of 
£  1,6 14  by  the  Voluntary  Hospitals  C  ommittee  of  the  C'ounty 
Church  Collections  reach  a  higher  figure  and  the  Collector’s 
receipts  are  also  increased.  In  spite  of  this  the  Hospital 
has  not  been  able  to  pay  its  way  and  the  sum  of  £369  must 
be  added  to  the  serious  overdraft. 

The  Committee  in  the  most  urgent  manner  begs  all  friends 
of  the  Hospital  to  come  forward  and  help  to  clear  off  this 
debt. 

The  total  Ordinary  Payments  show  a  decrease  on  those 
of  1926  of  £28  17s.  lid.,  but  Bank  Interest  is  increased  by 
£94  8s.  0d.,  due  to  the  larger  amount  of  the  overdraft. 

Receipts  on  Capital  Expenditure  and  Endowment  Account 
are  very  low,  a  legacy  of  £90  only  being  received  as  against 
£720  in  1926,  and  £3,066  in  1925.  A  withdrawal  from  this 
account  of  £611  has  been  expended  on  the  further  equipment 
of  North  End,  bringing  the  total  cost  (including  the  purchase 
of  the  house  and  grounds)  to  nearly  £4,900. 

The  Nursing  Staff  was  transferred  to  North  End  in  Tune, 
cince  when  alterations  at  the  Hospital,  providing  25  additional 
beds  and  a  separate  Children’s  Wing,  have  been  proceeded 
with.  This  work  is  estimated  to  cost  £1,500,  apart  from 
additional  furnishings  needed. 

Late  in  the  year  a  matter  which  for  long  has  been  troubling 
the  Committee  was  finally  settled  and  the  Hospital  received 
from  the  General  Nursing  Council  full  approval  as  a  training 
school  for  Nurses. 

Our  thanks  are  due  to  the  Honorary  Medical  Staff  for 
their  valuable  services.  In  order  satisfactorily  to  deal  with 
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the  work  Dr.  \  oung  and  Dr.  McDonald  became  Honorary 
Surgeons  and,  in  March,  a  second  resident  House  Surgeon  was 
appointed. 

The  Committee  wishes  to  express  satisfaction  with  the 
continued  interest  taken  by  members  of  the  Workmen’s  Com¬ 
mittee  and  to  thank  them  for  their  efforts  in  securing  an 
improvement  in  that  most  important  item  of  revenue,  namely, 
W  orkmen’s  Contributions. 

In  May  we  lost  by  death,  after  33  years  on  the 
Managing  Committee,  the  Very  Rev.  Canon  Brown,  and  two 
months  later  Col.  J.  R.  Ritson,  whose  work  as  Chairman  of 
the  House  Sub-Committee  and  otherwise  was  invaluable. 

The  summary  of  cases  treated  during  the  year  will  be 
found  on  page  30,  and  from  this  subscribers  and  friends 
of  the  Hospital  can  judge  of  the  immense  amount  of  work 
done.

SUB-COMMITTEE  FOR  1927. 


The  Home  was  open  for  25  weeks  (April  22nd  to  October 
14th),  and  226  patients  were  received  as  against  214  in  1926. 

The  cost  of  maintenance  was  £1,031  Is.  Id.,  cost  per 
patient  £4  12s.  Id.,  average  length  of  stay  17.  days,  as  against 
£1,083  12s.  4d.,  £5  Is.  Id.,  and  19  days  respectively  in  the 
previous  year. 

It  is  a  matter  for  regret  that  an  appreciable  number  of 
applications  could  not  be  dealt  with. 

Thanks  are  again  extended  to  Dr.  Hugh  Robertson. 
Honorary  Medical  Officer,  and  to  Matron  and  Staff  for 
services.

REPORT  OF  THE  WORKMEN’S  COMMITTEE  FOR 

1927. 

It  will  be  remembered  that  a  year  ago,  for  reasons  well 
known,  the  Annual  Meeting  was  suspended,  and  it  is  pleasing 
that  circumstances  now  enable  us  to  renew  our  meeting  and  to 
submit  our  usual  report. 

In  1925  the  Workmen’s  Contributions  amounted  to  £  1,326, 
which  fell  in  the  following  year  to  £1,667.  It  must  be  very 
gratifying  to  know  that  during  the  past  year  'one  of  great 
difficulty  and  anxiety)  our  Contributions  realised  £.3,157,  of 
which  £60  was  specially  allocated  to  the  Convalescent  Home. 

The  ready  resumption  of  regular  levies  as  work  was 
revived  must  be  a  source  of  satisfaction  to  all  concerned. 

The  principal  feature  of  the  year  was  the  removal  of  the 
Nursing  Staff  to  North  End  which  will,  as  soon  as  the  necessary 
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alterations  have  been  completed,  enable  the  Managing  Com¬ 
mittee  to  cope  with  the  ever  increasing  demand  for  additional 
In-patient  accommodation.  By  the  provision  of  these  extra 
beds  the  Hospital  has  now  been  recognised  by  the  General 
Nursing  Council  as  a  complete  Training  School  for  Nurses. 

Funds  are  still  needed  for  the  equipment  of  the  extra  beds, 
not  only  in  the  Children’s  Wing  but  also  in  the  Hospital,  and 
it  is  very  essential  that  the  workers  of  the  district  should  bear 
in  mind  that  “  extra  beds  ”  require  “  extra  income.” 

Both  In-patient  and  Out-patient  departments  have  been 
carried  on  to  their  fullest  capacity  which  resulted  in  a  further 
increase  in  the  Committee's  Bank  Overdraft. 

The  Convalescent  Home,  too,  has  had  heavy  demands 
made  upon  it;  unfortunately  many  applicants  were  again 
unable  to  be  dealt  with. 

Our  warmest  thanks  are  again  due  to  the  Medical  and 
Nursing  staff  of  the  Hospital  and  Home,  and  we  have  once 
more  to  express  our  appreciation  of  the  good  feeling  which 
continues  between  the  governing  body  and  your  Committee. 

In  particular  we  desire  to  extend  our  thanks  for  the  deep 
interest  taken  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Managing  Committee 
now  Sir  Francis  J.  Greenwell)  in  everything  connected  with 
the  Institution,  and  we  venture  to  state  that,  if  for  no  other 
reason,  his  efforts  in  that  direction  justifies  the  honour  recently 
conferred  upon  him. 

We  wish  to  place  on  record  our  sense  of  the  great  loss 
sustained  by  the  death,  early  in  the  year,  of  Mr.  Martin  Eddy, 
who  was  a  member  of  our  Committee  for  21  years.

The  object  of  this  Society  is  to  render  assistance  to  the  sick 
poor  in  the  City  of  Durham.  Its  work  includes  the  maintenance 
of  trained  nurses  to  attend  them  in  their  own  homes,  providing 
orders  for  Convalescent  Homes,  clothing,  nourishing  food,  the  loan 
of  things  necessary  during  illness,  etc. 
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REPORT,  1927. 


The  Committee  have  much  pleasure  in  laying  before  you 
the  report  for  the  past  twelve  months. 

There  were  on  the  books  on  January  1st,  1027,  48  patients. 
700  new  cases  have  been  attended  during  the  year,  making  a 
total  of  754  nursed,  of  which  19  were  out-patients  of  the 
County  Hospital.  There  have  been  07  deaths. 

12,147  visits  have  been  paid,  and  there  have  been  given 
away  100  milk  orders,  17  Hot  ties  of  Bovril,  besides  eggs, 
calves  foot  jelly,  meat  juice,  brandy,  beef  for  beef  tea,  cakes, 
oranges,  apples,  tea,  parcels  of  clothing,  28  Hospital  letters. 

50  Christmas  parcels  were  given  away,  besides  toys  and 
sweets. 

300  articles  and  appliances  were  lent  out. 

220  Panel  Sessions  were  attended  by  the  Nurses,  and  the 
fees  paid  for  the  Sessions  are  a  great  help  to  our  finances. 

Since  September,  1020,  until  December  31st,  1027,  there 
were  72  new  cases  at  Neville’s  Cross,  and  1,07.5  visits  have  been 
paid. 

We  gratefully  acknowledge  gifts  of  clothing,  old  linen, 
papers,  magazines,  toys,  Hospital  letters,  cakes,  eggs,  Bovril, 
vegetables,  etc. 

Again  we  beg  our  friends  to  remember  the  needs  of  the 
Society.  Cast-off  clothing  of  any  kind,  old  linen  and  calico, 
papers  and  magazines  will  be  gratefully  received  by  Miss 
Bennett,  Samaritan  Nurses’  Home,  Bow  Lane,  Durham. 

The  Durham  Samaritan  District  was  inspected  by  Miss 
Simpson,  Superintendent  of  the  County  Nursing  Association, 
in  May,  and  she  reported:  “the  nursing  seen  was  extremely 
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good,  all  the  patients  visited  were  given  kindly  and  sympathetic 
care,  the  Home  was  well  managed  and  in  excellent  order,  and 
the  improvements  in  the  Dispensary,  as  well  as  the  installation 
of  the  Wireless,  are  noted  with  pleasure.  The  equipment  and 
the  books  were  in  good  order.” 

Mr.  A.  A.  Luxmoore  has  been  appointed  a  Trustee,  and 
Mr.  A.  F.  Cadle,  Hon  Auditor. 

During  1927  Nurse  Chambers  left  to  take  another  post, 
and  since  her  leaving  different  nurses  have  taken  her  place 
temporarily,  until  it  is  possible  to  obtain  another  Queen’s  Nurse, 
which  it  is  hoped  to  do  early  this  year. 

This  h  as  made  the  work  more  difficult  for  Miss  Bennett, 
and  the  Committee  thank  her  for  her  careful  and  efficient 
management  in  the  Home,  and  the  Nurses  for  their  work 
cheerfully  and  well  done. 

The  Committee’s  thanks  are  due  to  the  Hon.  Medical 
Officer,  Dr.  Crawhall,  and  they  are  also  grateful  to  those  other 
doctors  who  send  patients. 

The  Committee  have  been  obliged  to  draw  T200  from  the 
Reserve  F  und,  as  the  dividends  from  most  investments  are 
smaller  than  usual,  or  have  not  been  paid  at  all. 

It  is  very  desirable  that  the  Doctors,  the  Clergy,  District 
Visitors,  and  the  patients  themselves  should  report  without 
delay  cases  of  sickness  to  Miss  Bennett,  Samaritan  Nurses’ 
FFome,  Bow  Lane,  who  will  see  that  they  are  attended  to  at 
once  if  fit  cases.  Further,  the  Committee  would  emphasize 
the  fact  that  the  services  of  the  Nurses,  and  the  food,  clothing 
and  appliances,  etc.,  which  they  bring  are  solely  for  the  use  of 
the  patients.
